From two sources a piece of information has reached 
England, which opens up a new and unexpected 
phase in the Italian war. The Dresden Journal of 
j Friday last states that Prussian Commissioners were 
| in that city on Thursday, negotiating for the trans- 
| port, by railway, of large bodies of troops. Having 
| successfully completed their arrangements there the 
| Commissioners started for Munich with a similar 
object. It is not likely the Commissioners will meet 
with any difficulty in that capital. Bavaria has 
|! already openly sided with Austria, by permitting the 
passage of Austrian troops for Italy by way of the 
Tyrol, through her territory. It seems that there is 
a clause in the constitution of the German Confede- 
ration, which permits each member of that body, if 
it pleases, so far to assist the other as to allow a free 
passage for troops. Austria, of course, would na- 
turally be desirous to compromise as far as she 
could the members of the Germanic body. But Bavaria, 
to say the least, has been indiscreet in provoking 
the anger of France by such a concession. Perhaps this 
new move on the part of Prussia may be, as we 
sincerely hope it is, directed with ajview to remote 
and possible contingencies. And we would be 
assured it was so, did we not know that the first and 
second Bans of the Empire were called out, that the 
mubilization of the army was determined on, and the 
Landsturm to be in process of enrolment in addition to 
the whole of the regular army. A statement 
published by the Spectator from its Paris correspon- 
dent, and repeated by the Zimes, tends to shew that 
there isa more immediate reason for this preparation 
on the part of Prussia. It asserts “that Prussia has 
consented to aid Austria in preserving her posses- 
sions in Lombardy, and will uphold the treaties of 
1815 with all her power.” As to the second clause, 
Prussia can hardly join in re-patching a treaty 
already torn into fragments, nor will she be likely 
to oppose the policy of England, which has ever 
advocated the cession of Lombardy to Sardinia. 
But probably, the truth may be, that Prussia has 
agreed to assist Austria in case an attempt 
should be made to drive her out of Venetia. 
At all events, the news has had a depressing 
effect upon both the French and English funds ; 
the former having fallen fully two per cent. since the 
rise which took place after the victory of Magenta. 

If this news be true, and there are some things 

which tend to confirm it, as for instance, the excited 
feelings of Germany, and the universal belief there 
that Napoleon the Third is commencing a career of 
conquest like that of Napoleon the First,---it would 
appear that Russia hasbeen playing a double game for 
her own purposes. Austria has left her entire 
northern and eastern possessions at the mercy of the 
Czar. She would not be likely to strip Hungary and 
Bohemia of every available soldier if she had not 
some reason to trust in the friendship of Russia. On 
the other hand, Prince Gortchakoff 's communica- 
tion to the German courts seems to point to a specific 
agreement between France and Russia in case cf 
certain contingencies: but when examined, that com- 
municatioa is literally directed against any movement 
of Germany on the Rhenish frontier. The declared 
object of Prince Gortchakoff's letter, is to secure 
“ the isolation of the war, and to confine it to Italy.” 
The question is then, should Prussian troops be 
moved into Italy to the aid of Austria, will Russia 
consider that act to bea violation of the spirit, though 
not of the letter, of her compact with France? Logi- 
cally, Prussia is at liberty to act in this way. The war 
would still be confined to the limits of Italy, nor 
would there be any legitimate ground for the inter- 
ference of the Czar upon the letter of the case. Prus- 
sia surely has as much right to aid her ally Austria, 
as France has to assist Sardinia. 

Prussia could with ease forward a preponderating 
| force, to the assistance of Austria. The Landwehr, 

or Militia of the first Ban, cousists of all men able

As 
every subject, without exception, of the Prussian 
monarchy is bound to military service for five years, 
between the age of twenty and twenty-five, it is clear 
that the divisions of the first and second Ban, and 
the Landsturm will furnish a large number of dis- 
ciplined soldiers. In 1859 the total foree of the 
Prussian army on a war footing and including the 
Landwehr of the first Ban numbers 410,000 

The Landwehr of the second Ban numbers 115,000, 
giving a total available force of 525,000 men exclusive 
of the Landsturm. The artillery consists of 200 bat- 
teries of 88 gunseach. The Prussian contingent to 
the Federation is 74,000 men and 100 pieces of can- 
non ; deducting these, it is plain Prussia could spare 
200,000 to Austria, and yet possess an adequate torce 
for the defence of her own territory. 

The last dying message of the Czar Nicholas, was 
directed to “ his dear Fritz,” and contained an en- 
trenty “that he would remain true to Russia:” The 
Czar even then remembered how useful Prussia had 
proved to him. The treaty of Adrianople was 


mainly brought about by Prussia acting as an accom- 
plice rather than a mediator. Her subsequent 
course during the last year of the Crimean 
war ended in an ignominious isolation. Since that 
time until now the voice of Prussia has been without 
weight in the counsels of Europe. She sees now be- 
fore her an opportunity for recovering her prestige, 
and may be impelled by the fears or excitement of 
her own subjects to take part with Austria, whom 


i ion undoubt- 
edly qualify him. In most respects equal, i: some superior 
to Lord Eldon, and with a command of the law which 
makes him invaluable to any Government, he would have 
taken the great prize of his profession without a word 
or a whisper against it. A strong section of old Whigs 
were ready to push the claim of the present Master of 
the Rolls, little as he had done to justify the choice. It 
genius and eloquence and varied accomplishments of 
every kind might influence the choice, Sir Alexander 
Coekburn was the man. Sir P. Wood, too, had his pre- 
tensions and his supporters. There was also the simple 
course of reinstating Lord Cranworth. By the choice 
actually made Lord Palmerston has contrived to baulk 
anticipation, and yet escape censure. Lord Campbell 
was not expected, yet nobody can object to him. His 
long services and his great experience eminently fit him 
for the office he has done so much to illustrate. This 
promotion alone was wanting to his honours. The choice 
does not create a new peerage, or a new incumbent on 
the pension list. Sir A. Cockburn may very naturally 
take Lord Campbell’s present place, and Lord Cranworth 
may find in the Common Pleas a sphere better suited 
than the woolsack for his character and powers. 

Sir R. Bethell had, however, almost a constitutional 
claim to the Chancellorship. It had been his prescrip- 
tive right. Though he might be as ready as most men 
to forego personal considerations, still, when he was in- 
vited to resume his old office, he might reasonably feel, 
aud did feel, that his acquiescence would compromise the 
rights of the Bar. He could only bow to the public 
convenience of not adding a sixth pension of £5,000 to 
the cost of the Chancellor's office ; and, at his age, he 
could afford to wait for the contingencies to which 
seventy-seven years must expose even so vigorous a man 
as John, Lord Campbell. Meanwhile, as Attorney-Gene- 
ral, he finds ample consolation for hope deferred in a pro- 
fessional practice more lucrative and secure than the 
post with which such a career must eventually be 
crowned. 

To the country at large the choice of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer is a more important affair ; and here, 
too, there has been much the same surprise. Sir G. C. 
Lewis did his work admirably. Not a fault could be 
found with him ; and it the House of Commons would 
agree to accept industry, good sense, honesty of Feasa, 
and all that is really necessary to the right discharge of 
the office, it would be a matter of course that he should 
be reinstated. The work, however, to be done at this 
moment wants other qualities. ‘There is a deficit of some 
six or seven millions to be made up. The expiring 
ministry, from the first week to the last, have been 
throwing off obligations to a future day, and adding to 
the expenditure, with an evident feeling that they would 
have no concern themselves with the ultimate solution 
of the difficulty. It was Mr. Gladstone who ordained 
the decline and fall of the Income-tax with his wonted 
ingenuity and confidence, and, though the fates were 
not propitious, he has not yet been able to persuade him- 
self that it is not a crime to disturb that happy settle- 
ment. If the income tax is to be resuscitated, then ter- 
rible is the name of Gladstone to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer who has to propose it. It was possible, how- 
ever, that he might be led by a close examination, and 
the instincts of official responsibility to do himself that 
which he could less pardon in others. So, though 
Mr. Gladstone gave a vote—only a siient vote 
—to the Ministry on the late division, Lord 
Palmerston has not hesitated to offer him the 
post the difficulties of which he has made his special 
study. The next Buuget will probably come out under 
the protection of Gladstone's facile eloquence, and there 
is no doubt it will require all that words can do for it. 
Sir G. C. Lewis is to retreat to the quiet haven of the 
Home-office, which—it speaks weil for the domestic hap- 
piness of this country, and the excellence of its institu- 
tions—has almost settled into an honourable sinecure. 
The other places in the Cabinet are still under conside- 
ration, except that we believe Sir Charles Wood returns 
to the government of India. Every other arrangement 
that has been reported is simply conjecture. 

The prospects of the Session are not very pleasant to 
that numerous class of legislators who wish to combine 
pleasure with business, who have duties in the country 
as well asin town, and who hold that there is a season 
for all things, from law-making to grouse-shooting. The 
new writs cannot be moved till the 21st, aud it is even 
doubtful whether Lord Palmerston or any one who has 
entered into the present engagements will be in a con- 
dition to address the House tomorrow. If this be the 
case, the Llouse cannot meet for serious business till the 
28th, when there will remain neither more nor less than 
just one month of the usual parliamentary season. In 
that period the Estimates have to be moved, debated,and 
passed ; the defences of the country have to be pro- 
vided for sufficiently for us to sleep in our beds till No- 
vember, and a tax found which shall carry us through 
the year. The country is not in a humour for borrowing, 
even with those long expected Anuuities falling in next 
year. It will rather be taxed than borrow with consols 
ut 93. Here is a great deal to be done before August. 
Fortunate, too, may the country esteem itself if, as the 
summer goes on, it does not find fresh reasons for pre- 
parations. The new Chancellor of the Exchequer will 
tind it ready to carry him through with any reasonable 
linanical measures, and he will be better able than any 
other man to obtain the ready concurrence of Parliament, 
because he will not have fur his antagonist the Right 
Hon. W. KE. Gladstone. 

The Daily News of yesterday on the War says :-— 

Each day furnishes fresh proof how great was the vic- 
tory of Magenta. It was said, indeed, at the beginning 
that the Austrians would tell the truth in their bulle- 
tins, cost what it might; and it was confidently as- 
sumed that the French and Sardinians would conceal 
their disasters and exagyerate their success. It is no 
doubt hard to confess a defeat ; nor have the Austrians 
proved themselves more magnanimous than their neigh- 
bours. Even after the close of that fatal Saturday on 
the field of Magenta, Austrian officials claimed a tele- 
graphic victory ; for some days the same authorities in- 
sisted that the army had taken up a strong flanking posi- 
tion, and was about to “renew the combat ; and because 
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besides being regular! 

a series of forts, so 

enclosed by these forts would require an enormous 
army. Should such an attempt be made by a small 
army, the Austrian General might suddenly concentrate 
all his troops on one point, and defeat that portion of the 
besieging army before the rest could come to its aid. 
But, on the other hand. the Austrian entrenched camp 
would require a very large garrison. Its communica- 
tions must be open with the country, and the country 
people must be favourable. It remains to be seen whe- 
ther the country people about Verona are as hostile to 
the Austrians as the Italians to the westward. If they 
are, and if the Allies can so place themselves as seriously 
to interrupt the communications with the rest of the 
empire, and thus to prevent the arrival of reinforcements, 
the Austrians may be compelled to attack the Allies, or, 
indeed, the Allies may attack them, weakened as they 
will be by losses in the field, and the result of that 
attack will settle the fate of the Austrian powerin Italy. 


(From our own Correspondent ). 
Parts, June 15th. 

Since I last addressed you, now six weeks ago, I have 
been absent from France, and during that time, as all 
the world know, a great many changes have taken place; 
battles have been fought and won, and the interest of 
the Italian struggle transferred from the feeble hands of 
diplomacy to a more iron clutch. ‘Two great represent- 
atives of absolutism, both of them intimately connected 
with the present crisis have passed away from the scene— 
the King of Naples and Prince Metternich—the same 
epitaph would do, perhaps, for both; they boti: misunder- 
stood the requirements of the age, and clung with a 
miserly grasp to the faded tinselof former times. Ofthe 
first of these two men, so much has already been 
scil and written, that I will make no more 
observations about him, than to hope that his son will 
not follow in the footsteps ot the father and the grand- 
father. ‘There is much to fear however that he will 
keep up the traditional policy he has chosen as one of 
his minister, General Filangiere, whose name is so emi- 
nently distinguished as the officer who bombarded Mes- 
sina for eight hours after it had surrendered, and thus 
gained for his master the title of King Bomba. 

The death of Prince Metternich is a more recent 
event, and several articles on the subject appear in the 
French papers. It would be difficult to definethe cha- 
racter of the departed Prince, he was however with- 
out doubt considered the first diplomatist of his 
time, and “his time extended over many years and 
embraced a most eventful era—from the Congress of 
Kastadt to the troubles of ’48. History will decide in 
after years, whether he added or took aught away from 
the lustre of the House of Hapsburgh. His policy seemed 
to be that of expedients and not that of solidity. He 
uppeared to care little for the future, so long as he was 
able to secure the present. In one of his despatches, 
written to Count Rerstett, the following curious passage 
occurs :—" ‘The maintenance of existing affairs ought 
to be the first and greatest of our cares. The 
maintenance of existing affairs is the best way of keep- 
ing what we have and perhaps of recovering that which 
we have lost.” He is also stated to have said, “they 
pretend that the human race progresses, and that 
nothing will stopit. Well! at least we will try.” 
These slight extracts are quite sufficient to show 
you to what an extent Prince Metternich carried his 
Conservatism. As president of the Congress of Vienna 
he played a very prominent part in the arrangement of 
those treaties which are now being trampled in the 
mud by the armies of another Napoleon, tbe nephew of 
an uncle with whom the dead prince had played for so 
many a desperate stake. In Italy the name of Metter- 
nich will long be remembered as one of her sternest 
oppressors, as the most inveterate enemy of every liberal 
idea, and the powerful friend and fuithful ally of all 
those petty sovereigns who have for so man years 
trodden under fvot her national independence. 
There is no news of much interest to-day trom the 
seat of war. ‘The French army has crossed the river 
Adda, which is a tributary of the Po, at three different 
places, and as the Austrians have fallen back upon 
Mantua and Peschicra, where they have strong forts and 
numerous reserves, it will most likely be some time be- 
fore we hear of another engagement ot any magnitude. 
There are very glowing descriptions given of the recep- 
tion of Napoleon and the King of Sardinia, at the ancient 
capital of Lombardy. The entry into the city was per- 
formed amidst a perfect “ Feast of Roses” flung by lovely 
girls from the balconies of the houses past which the 
the royal conqueror rode. The cannon were all gar- 
landed, and the artillery crowned with flowery wreaths. 
In fact it was a regular military May-day at Milan, and 
the Lombard’s welcomed their new guests with the 
sweetest of smiles; but I dont know if their faces belied 
their hearts, or if they had quite forgotten their trea- 
cherous conduct to the army of Charles Albert, when it 
was retreating before the more powerful divisivns of 
Radetzki. Not content with reciting their present tri- 
umphs, which they are not bad at doing, the French 
Journals contain accounts of the victories of the Ist Em- 
pire, and the public read the same day of the glories 
of Magenta and Marengo. M‘Mahon heard the guns 
thundering on the right, and his genius led him to the 
battle.” Why, whereelse would any general have gone 
that did not want to be treated like Lord George Sack- 
ville or Admiral Byng? a little anecdote of Marengo is 
much more pithy. Desaix came up about three o’clock— 
Napoleon asked him his opinion, to which the General 
replied that the battle was lost, but that there was time 
to gain another before six. Desaix charged at the head 
of his division, and fell, but the second battle was won. 
There is one very interesting anecdote of the present 
war which cannot be too often repeated. It appears that

“GROWTH OF JOURNALISM.” 
| We simply reprint the following in ertenso, from the 
Daily Express, leaving the public to form their own 
comments on the taste, consistency, and disinterested- 
ness of the article: — 

The subject discussed by the College Historical So- 
ciety on Wednesday evening was “The Growth of 
Journalism.” If this were merely a discussion by an 
ordinary debating society, it would scarcely deserve 
any special notice from the Press. We might smile 
at the cruel speculations of unfledged intellects, and 
Í tell our youthful judges to “tarry in Jericho till their 
beards grow.” Bat this debate was at the concluding 
| meeting of the session of a society composed of the 
most distinguished students in our national University. 
Its President is the Lord Chancellor, who spoke at the 
end, reviewing the arguments, and giving his deliberate 
conclusions on the whole matter. Among those who 
were present were the Lord Mayor, Sir Robert Shaw, 
and a number of the most distinguished members of the 
most learned prefessions. On these accounts the meet- 
ing was invested with considerable public interest ; but, 
not having been present on the occasion, we can j 
of the proceedings only from the brief reports given 
the morning journals. 
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Mr. pe n Fe Fdeár Ar cere 
counsel, ed the ve, and contended that 
“ the Growth of Journalism is not beneficial, but inju- 
rious to society. His arguments, so far as they have 
been reported, may be expressed in a few words :—The 
growth of journalism may proceed too far; the power of 
the Press is wielded for ; every town in 
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great and beneficent power in the community, would 
bea great nuisance. But this evil is only temporary. 
Not one in ten of the cheap journals can pay. Already 
the supply exceeds the demand, and, as surely as 
the tide ebbs, the supply will cease. A paper that fur- 
nishes one sort of ms fk this week, and, the demand 
failing, supplies the opposite sort of politics next week, 
will soon find the demand failing in every quarter, and 
will then*fail itself. In the mean time, the rival jour- 
nals, be they ever so factious, correct one another; and 
it is an interesting fact that the Press is always more 
factious, mendacious, and scurrilous under a censorship 
than in a state of freedom. The respectable portion of the 
Press elevates public opinion, and formsa true standard by 
which inferior journals are tried and condemned. Atal 
events this huckstering journalism must be left to work 
its own cure. We might as well havea law to restrain 
abusive lawyers, ignorant doctors, and fanatical 
preachers, as a law to restrain factious political writers 
There are slop shops of literature as well as of clothes 
—the former supplied by il!-paid boys the latter by half- 
starved women. In both cases the public will soon find 
the cheapest goods the worst value. 

The Lord Chancellor paid some compliments to the 
Press, which shows that he knows how to appreciate its 
value; and he certainly should, for few men are more 
indebted to its advocacy. He says it isa profession 
worthy of educated minds ; and he looks forward with 
the greatest anxiety to see that profession elevated in 
every way, and the men connected with it penetrated by 
a high moral tone. ‘The profession of journalism is, 
in one sense, the highest and most honourable, 
as was testfied by ‘the position occupied 
by the contributors to the Times. He had _ him- 
self known an instance in which a gentleman re- 
ceived an annuity of £50 for life from that journal for 
a single article he had written! All this is very good, 
though we think the Lord Chancellor might have found 
a better illustration of the high moral tone of journalism 
nearer home. ‘There is one anal which he ought not 
to have forgotten when he came to speak of the advantages 
which the Press conters upom society. He speaksof his 
anxiety toelevate the professign. But what has he or the 
Government with which he‘has been connected done to 
eflect this object? In what way have they recog- 
nised the services of the literary men who have so 
zealously, and with such incessant mental toil and 
anxiety, supported them in power to the utmost 
extent that conscience and duty to the public would 
permit? What additions, have they made to the 
miserable sum allotied for literary pensions? ‘The 
managers of the Times know how to reward the men 
whose pens contribute to the increase of their property. 
In Ireland alone during ithe last sixteen months 
the Conservative Government distributed among its 
friends £46,000 a-year. How much of this was given in 
recognition of the services ‘of the Press?—services so 
highly prized when needed, and freely acknow- 
ledged—in words. Nothing that they could have 
done would have affected! in the slightest degree 
the independence of this Journal, which supported 
them zealously for the |sake of the principles 
they professed, and the jcause with which they 
were identified, and censured them as freely as 
when they seemed to forget jthose principles, and to be 
untrue tothat cause. But when statements of this kind 
are made in such a high = ter, we cannot avoid saying 
that we make very light of such compliments. 
One just deed would éutwegh a thousand of 
them. Great puodiic virtue, indeed, and a high 
moral tone must belong t» the conductors of the 
Press, for though one of them does more in a week 
for a cause or a party tha a man of any other pro- 
fesssion does in a year, re ba expected as a matter of 
course to do all from a high sense of duty; and while 
those who distinguish themselves in other professions 
are sure to be honoured arid promoted, the journalist 
must work on in obweart as long as he is able to 
hold a pen, though Cabinets are made and unmade by 
his labours.

NAPLES. 
Leaving military matters, which to-day are rather 
scanty, Í have now to tell you that a few days ago the 
Neapolitan exiles who are residing in Turin met toge- 
ther with the object of protesting against the policy 
of neutrality proclaimed by the sonof FerdinandIIl. You 
know how the young King is desirous of keeping aloof, 
and is hard at work endeavouring to sever the interest 
of the Italian cause from that of his kingdom. The 
Filangieri ministry has been intrusted with this difficult 
and disgraceful task. How far it can succeed is still 
to be seen. If the Neapolitans do not stir, history will 
pass a severe but deserved judgment upon them. 
Aware of this, the exiles came to the determination of 
giving in their adherence to the national policy ot 
Victor Emmanuel. A committee has been formed to 
draw up an address, but I hear that Poerio and Spa- 
venta have both declined the honour of belonging to it. 
They feel, perhaps, and not without reason, that addres- 
ses and committees are now quite out of place, for it is 
at Naples that the great national question must be 
decided. 

RUSSIA. 
A St. Petersburg letter of the 5th says :— 
The preparations for the inauguration of the monu- 
ment to the memory of the Emperor Nicholas are being 
carried on with great activity, and as to the monument 
itself, workmen are engaged night and day in order that 
it may be completed in time. The pedestal which is 
uf white marble, is completely finished ; the bronze 
horse which will bear the statue of the late Emperor 
was removed the day before yesterday from the foundry 
to its place of destination, and in a few days it will be 
hoisted on the pedestal. The ceremony, which remains 
fixed for the 7th July, will be a very brilliant one, and 
the departure of the Empress Dowager for Germany will 
take place in a few days. 

BEYROUT. 
The Grand Duke Constantine arrived here on the 
24th inst., with a fleet consisting of a screw line of 
battle ship, a screw frigate, and a small paddle wheel 
steamer. ‘There was much ceremony observed at the 
landing of the Duke and Duchess. All the consuls first 
ed on board in uniform, and were introduced to 
the Duke, the Pacha and Turkish authorities waiting 
for him at the landing place. The Greek bishop in his 
ecclesiastical robes, surrounded by numerous priests and 
deacons. bearing candles, censers, &c., was ready to 
bless their Royal Highnesses as they stepped from their 
boat. Surrounded by the Greck clergy, by numerous 
naval, military, and civil Russian officers of their suites, 
and by nearly all the members of their creed in Beyrout, 
the Duke and Duchess then proceeded to the Greek 
church, where they returned public thanks for their 
safe voyage. This being over they proceeded through 
streets lined and guarded by Turkish soldiers to the 
house of the Russian Consul General, where they have 
been since living. The whole affair was of the most 
public and ostentatious kind, and formed a very great 
contrast with the landing and sojourn of Prince Alfred 
here in Beyrout.— Times Correspondent. 

COSTA RICA. 

In Costa Rica, President Mora has been re-elected 
without any opposition for ten years longer, anid it is 
expected that he will use this period more for public than 
fer private good. His trip down to Nicaragua has not 
turned out as anticipated, as his reception was rather 
cool, but at all events the Martinez-Mora-Belly treaty 
has been ratified, After Mora’s return a grand ball was 
given to him by the Costa Rican officers.

THE ALLEGED DAUPHIN OF FRANCE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MOKNING POST, 

Sirn.—I solicit your interest in bringing be‘ore the world 
the right my late father, known as “ Augustus Meves.”” had 
to the title of “ Louis Charles de Bourbon, Dauphin of 
France,” son of Louis XVI. From the information my fa- 
ther received, his supposed mother surrounded the Court of 
France, and his supposed father effected the exchange of the 
child, and brought up the Dauphin as his son, “ Augustus 
Meves ;” all the natural marks and sears existing on his per- 
son corresponding with those of the Dauphin, with his great 
resemblance to Louis XVI., his supposed mother revealing to 
him before her death that he was the son of Marie Antvinette 
Queen of France, his remembrances of his  child- 
hood’s days, especially the palsce of Ver- 
sailles, ani the Tower of the Temple, and from what has 
come to his knowledge through the Prince Charles de Brog- 
lie, Marquis of Bonneval, Count de Jouffroy, Count Fontaine 
de Moreau, Mons. Latwur, and o:hers who have surrounded 
my father at various periods of his li e, together with letters 
and other proofs I have in my possession, will prove to the 
world that mv father was the true Louis Charles de Bourbon, 
Dauphin of France. The highest dignities of the Gallican 
Church declined to celebrate the annual obsequies to the me- 
moury of Louis XVIT., and Lewis XVIII under date of Ve- 
rona, 14th Uct,. 1797, announced himself as “ Regent of the 
Kingdom of France,” and at the restoration of the Bourbons in 
1814 he was nominated Regent of France for two vears, as the 
allied Powers had not satisfactory proofs of the demise of Louis 
for they opened the secret Treaty of Paris of that year with 
the following extraordinary clause :—*“ Though the high 
contracting Powers, the allied Sovereigns, have no solid 
assurance of the demise of Louis the Sixteenth’'s son, still

_ We willingly publish the following interesting communico 
tion, which appears to us to prove conclusively thot the 
manuscript currections in Mr. Coliier’s folio, inste ut 
of having been made close upon Shikespecre’s ti 
are of comparatively modern date. At the same | 
we are sure that Mr. Collier hes himself been d 
ceived, and that when our correspondent’s 
nication shall come under his notice, he will at once 
candidly acknowledge his error. By a singular coincidence 
at the very moment when our correspondent has denonstratod 
the spurious character of the “corrections,” inform | 
reaches us that the writing in which they are made h 
been submitted to the examination of Sir F. Maden.

can army is something so small that it would sound in

Sir 
Arthur Magennis’s long service justly entitled him to the pro- 
motion which he has just received, and Mr. Charles Murray, 
who had been deprived of his mission in Persia by the trans- 
fer of that country from the Foreign-office to the India De- 
partment, has been sent to Dresden, on Mr. Paget’s removal 
to Stockholm. ‘The Hon. William Stuart, now her Majesty’s 
secretary and charge d'affaires, has been rewarded with the 
secretaryship at Naples, and his own post at Rio is left at the 
disposal of Lord Malmesbury’s successor. 

Í now come to the single exception which has been made 
by Lord Malmesbury inthe rule he has laid down for promo- 
tions inthe diplomatic line, and that is the appomtment of 
Lord Chelsea as Secretary of Embassy at Paris, aiter having 
only serveda very short time as an attaché.

The theory of most writers that the Austrians had 
nothing to do when the campaign opened but to make a 
dash at Turin and crush Sardinia before the French 
came seems to have undergone a change. The facts 
show that the Count Cavour and Napoleon did not leave 
the door open socarelessly as writers at a distance would 
have us suppose. It is now seen at a glance that had the 
Austrians made their “dash” they would have had the 
insubordinations, the revolts, and 200,000 French on the 
rear, with 75,000 Sardinians, surrounding them in an 
enemy’s country, resulting in a very uncomfortable 
“dash.” As it is, the Austrians seem to be quité as far 
advanced into Piedmont as wise or safe. It is to be 
borne in mind that Genoa is the French base of operations, 
and the position of French and Austrians is nearly the 
reverse of what it was in the Marengo campaign. It 
may be worth while to compare dates, to show the com- 
parative celerity of movement. Thus, the Marengo 
campaign began in May, 1800, and progressed as fol- 
lows. The sea was closed to the French, but Massena 
held Genoa with 18,000 men, and Suchet held Nice with 
12,000. The head-quarters of Melas were at Turin, with 
10,000 men, and the remainder of 120,000, that composed

We found the 
pond swarming with try, the gteat part of them still in 
the parr state, but upwards of too in the smoult state had 
left the pond, descended the! run, and were retained 
by the keeper in the marking-box, in order that 
they might be operated upon. The mark of this 
year is the entire cutting off the dead or adipose fin, 
and upwards of 100 of the fry were so marked on this 
occasion. ‘These fish, instead jot being sent direct into

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the handling, and allowed to take their own time to 
leave it. We marked a good number of those smoults, 
and remarked that a number of them, although veritable
